The changes made among the 
Workingmen’s Party will give aid to H an­ 
cock. We don’t expect to have Kearney. He 
may be useful to the republicans. 
The 
changes from the Greenback vote will be in 
our favor.” Mr. Gwin said that the doubt­ 
ful States in the pending contest were, in 
his judgment, Illinois, Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Wisconsin. 
The Pacific side of the 
country, he thought, is strong for Hancock. 
Colorado may l>e counted for Hancock and 
Kngli.-h. 
There has been a large immigration 
into that State, and most of it from Democratic 
sections. 
Citizenship is there acquired by a 
short residence, aud the new element will 
give Democrats a victory at the ballot-box.

St. Lovib, July 10th.—The scheme to set­ 
tle on Government lands in Indian Territory 
is gaining strength daily, and quite a boom 
in its favor is bflng started to-day. T. D. 
Craddock, a lawyer, and one of a company 
who came here a few days ago to werk up the 
scheme, has received telegrams from several 
places in Illinois, stating that a number of 
persons will be here on Monday ready to go 
to the Territory. Advices have also been 
►received from Western Kansas that hundreds 
of families, who have Buffered from the 
drought in that country, are on their way to 
Oklahoma. 
A letter has been received from 
II.

will lie a conflict. 
An O plnm C orner. 
N e w Y o ü k , July Kith.—It is confidently 
stated that five capitalists of this city, repre­ 
senting a capital of about Í75,000,000, have 
formed a combination for the purpose of 
“ cornering ” the stock of opium and control- 
ing the price. 
It is estimated that the grow­ 
ing crop will not amount to over 1,800 cases, 
and 
as 
the world’s yearly consumption 
amounts to some 0,000, an immense profit is 
anticipated by the syndicate. The price in 
this city now is $7 50 per pound, duty paid, 
the duty amounting to SI per pound. This 
is considered very low. The syndicate has 
purchased largely of the present supply, and 
has it agents scattered in the producing dis­ 
tricts of the far Fast making contracts for 
the growing crop.

It is a 
misfortune so far as getting at the truth about 
crops in the Northwest is concerned, that 
sevíial speculative cliques in grain and stocks 
have their emissaries in th West r.repiredto 
send di-patches to s-itit the posi. ion of these 
cliques in the respective markets, and this b 
not confined simply to those who are tearing 
■stocks and bulling wheat, but is equally true 
of the other side. W hat is known and con­ 
cealed by both sides is that winter wheat ha3 
been harvested in good condition and in large 
amount, ant! that, as far north as Chicago, or 
thereabouts, spring wheat has been gathered, 
and the yield is large aud the quality good. 
For the territory north, there are probably 
two weeks in which magnificent lying maybe 
done on both sides before the truth is known. 
A T errific E xp losion . 
PlTTSBUKG (Penn.), July 10th.—This morn­ 
ing, at 2 o’clock, one of the seven boilers in 
Painter’s iron mill, on the South Side, ex­ 
ploded with a loud report, killing Frederick 
Grable, the engineer, and William Black, the 
fireman. 
Both were buried under the debris, 
and were horribly mangled. 
Grable leaves a 
family. 
Black was only 18 years old. The 
mill was not started, and there wero only 
three meu in the boiler-room. The other man 
escaped. 
The iron-clad building used as a 
boiler-house was completely wrecked. The 
cause of the explosion is unknown. 
The fact 
that, thousands of gallons of water were 
thrown a great distance show3 that the water 
wr.s plenty. The loss to the buililingia ?5,000. 
A Coroner's jury is investigating the cause of 
the explosion. 
The N orthw estern C rop., 
S t. P aul (Minn.), July 10th.—The reports 
now disturbing the centers of grain trade of 
the failure of the wheat crops iu the North­ 
west arc founded upon fact», but ll. facts are 
exaggerated and distorted. It is difficult even 
to get at the exact facts a* to the condition of 
tho crop in the midst of the panicky rumors 
and interested perversions. 
Grain-dealers in 
St. Paul claim that the crop is nearly ruined 
throughout the State. 
Minneapolis millers 
say tin t wheat ha3 not suffered seriously in 
the region tributary to them. Every railroad 
company has glowing reports from along its 
line, which, in many cases, are contradicted 
by travelers. 
If the reports are carefully 
sifted the average of all the evidence seems to 
be about this : In the southern and river 
oouutry of Minnesota, embracing the heaviest 
farming di-triot, in northern Iowa and north­ 
western Wisconsin, the crop has suffered 
severely since the heavy rains of the last 
week of June. This weather, followed by a 
warm sun, has induced rust, which is not 
very dangerous at this stage of growth, and a 
sort cf blight of the stalk, as if scalded, which 
is more serious. Certain counties—Olmstead, 
Houston, Winona ami Wabasha—lave also 
suffered from the ravages of the cinch-bug. 
In localities that have suffered the most, 30 
to 40 per cent is probably a moderate esti 
mate of the loss from the combined causes. 
Of course the average for the whole section is 
Dill more, but over the whole State It will be 
less. 
The western and frontier counties, in­ 


cluding those on the Minnesota line of the St. 
Paul, Minnesota and Manitoba Railroad, 
have suffered much less from the wet weather 
and rust, and not at all from bugs, while re­ 
ports from the Northern Pacific country and 
Red River valley, whet e the rains were not 
followed by warm weather as in the south, 
are uniformly favorable. 
A D im e N ovel S lau gh ter. 
C h ic a g o, July 10th.—An army officer sta­ 
tioned at Fort Keoch, now in this city, gives 
an account of a buffalo hunt which recently 
took place on and in the Yellowstone. 
Crow 
Indians, getting a little short of meat, went 
in pursuit of bison. 
Finding a herd of 4,000, 
they attacked it savagely. 
The animals be­ 
came infuriated after « while, and started in 
a panic for the river, followed by the no !e-s 
excited redskins. 
Soon there was an is iis- 
tinguishable mass of Indians, buffaloes and 
ponies in the stream, and the current being 
strong, many of each were drowned. 
I t is 
estimated that thirty savages went down to 
death, and that ponies and buffaloes almost 
innumerable met a similar fate.

year, and the profits will be immense.

An Im p en d in g F lou r R oom . 
New Y o r k , July 10th.—Chas. II. -Johnson 
a leading Hour merchant, who has recently 
returned from the West, said yesterday that 
the indications were that higher prices for 
flour would prevail for the next thirty days. 
A large proportion of the winter wheat in 
the Northwest still remains unharvested, be­ 
cause of the wet-weather, and of that which 
hail been cut only a small amount had beer, 
thrashed.

gas. The greatest festive splendors will be in 
the east end, where the Place uu Chateau 
d’Eau will be formed into a kind of national 
altar. A pyramid covered with turf will be 
built over the foundation of the spot, aud on 
the summit will be placed a cast of Moriee’s 
colossal statue of the Republic. 
The liight 
from the base of the pyramid to the crown of 
the statue will be seventeen meters. Around 
the pyramid there will be Venetian inasts, 
hearing the shield of the city and the national 
9«g. 
The outer rows of the masks will 
serve 
to 
connect 
festoons 
of 
lights, 
numbering six 
thousand 
gas jets, 
and 
fifteen 
hundred 
meters of 
transparent 
lanterns. 
The Place de Bastile will be illu­ 
minated exclusively with electricity. The 
Column of July will be left iu the obscurity, 
while the light will be projected on a figure of 
Liberty on the summit. All the eastern boule­ 
vards and avenues will be bright as day. 
A 
monster orchestra in the garden of the Tuil- 
erie3 will he led by M. Fasdeloup. An electric 
light will be thrown on the fountains playing 
in the Place de la Concordia. 
The palace of 
the Municipal Council will be brilliantly

It is regarded by the former with great satis­ 
faction and significant of the protest against 
the bill within the ranks of the Ministry.

Recipe for New England Pie—To make 
this excellent breakfast dish, proceed as 
follows : Take a sufficiency of water and a 
sufficiency of flour, and construct a bullet­ 
proof dough. 
W ork this into the form of 
a disk, with the edges turned up some 
thrcc-fourthB of an inch. 
Toughen and 
kiln-dry it a couple of days in a mild but 
unvarying tem perature. 
Construct a cover 
for this redoubt in the same way and of the 
same material. 
Fill with stewed dried 
apples; aggravate with cloves, lemon peel 
and slabs of citron ; add two portions of 
New Orleans sugar ; then solder on the lid 
and set in a safe place till it petrifies. Serve 
cold at breakfast and invite your enemy. 
Receipe for German coffee—Take a bar­ 
rel of water and bring it to a boil ; rub a 
chicory berry against a coffee berry, then 
convey the former into the water. 
Con­ 
tinue the boiling and evaporation until the 
intensity’ of the flavor aud aroma of the 
coffee aud chicory have been diminished to 
a proper degree ; then set aside to cool. 
Now unharness the remains of a onee cow 
frow the plow, insert them in a hydraulic 
press, and when you have acquired a tea­ 
spoonful of that pah: blue juice which a 
German superstition regards as milk, mod­ 
ify the malignity of its strength in a bucket 
of tepid water, and ring up the breakfast.

H is opinion, under the circumstances, is 
alm ost as valuable as that of Senator Far­ 
ley, which was published a few days ago. 
H e is satisfied that the Pacific States, and 
California particularly, « ill go for Hancock. 
W hether the doctor would be willing to 
«take any coin upon such a proposition is 
perhaps another question, but it is so easy 
to make loose assertions about things 
which have not happened, and there has 
alw ays 
been a fascination 
about 
the 
prophetic calling. 
Of course Dr. Gwin 
has no knowledge on the subject of 1‘aeific 
coast politics which can entitle Iris state­ 
ments to be 
accepted as having any 
value. 
Ho has not been iu California 
for 
some 
months, 
and 
cannot 
know 
w liat the feeling here is. 
Wo who are 
here, and who have s¡»eeial opportunities 
of gauging public sentim ent, recognizo r.o 
i-ueh Democratic stampede as he postulates. 
A ll that we perceive is {hat the Democrats i 
are practicing their old tactics of bragging j 
and blowing at the beginning of the cam- 
paigh. 
There k nothing novel in that, aud 
it neither alarms nor persuades anybody. 
A ll who were Republicans before arc Re­ 
publicans still. 
The Chicago nominations 
were not as warmly received here as if 
Blaine had been the foremost, but Gar held 
is universally hailed as a strong and sound 
candidate, and he w ill poll every vote in 
the party. Dr. Gwiu is mistaken in assort­ 
in g that Hancock’s nomination cither lias 
weakened, or is likely to weaken, the Re­ 
publican campaign on this coast. 
No Re­ 
publican has been deceived by that nom­ 
ination. 
They all realize that t ic De­ 
mocracy is the real candidate, and they 
don't like the Democracy a w hit better

the 
Cincinnati 
Convention 
met. 
Hancock 
pulls

wuol nvtr any California 
eyes, 
what­

may do elsewhere. 
W e ex­ 
pect to do very w ell on this coast, and we 
■ 1 i :.ot apprehend that any Pacific State 
w ill give its electoral votes to the Cincin- 
aati nominees. 
The Democrats have no 
issues in this campaign. 
They .eiuu ot 
make it on Hancock’s m ilitary record 
alone, aud yet that is all they have to 
go upon. 
They dread mortally having to 
fall back on their own record, but that is 
w hat they w ill be forced to do. 
Dr. Gwin 
had better come out and help his friends, 
for they w ill want all the assistance he 
~aa give them. 
Staying in 
the Kast 
and tiring off interviews will do no good to 
the cause, bat it w ill caii3c sober-minded 
people to wonder who the doctor expects 
*o humbug by bis extravagant statements. 


It may be asserted broadly that all at­ 
tem pts to narrow the political -discussion 
down to a mere question of preference be­ 
tween the two men who have been put 
forward as candidates for the Presidency 
are a waste of time and argument. 
The 
rc-al question, and the only one which is of 
importance to the great mass of voters 
who have no direct personal interest in 
politics, is, under which of the tw o parties 
is the country most likely to prosper. 
The election of Hancock would involve the 
turning over of the Government to the 
Demr-crats, w ith whatever such a change 
implies. 
No 
matter what significance 
alight have been given to Hancock’s per­ 
sonality during 
the campaign, after it 
the Democratic party would be the most 
conspicuous object in the foreground of 
politics. 
H is election would be the tri­ 
umph not only of men but of doctrines, 
and among the most momentous of the 
doctrines which would thus receive popu­ 
lar approval is that which declares that 
the republic is not a nation, but merely a 
confederacy of independent States. 
It is 
idle to say that this question has already 
been so definitively settled that it can­ 
not again be brought in issue. 
No ques­ 
tion can be regarded as settled so long as 
a moiety of the voting population refuses 
to accept the settlem ent, aud insists on 
treating 
it 
as 
open. 
The 
doctrine 
of States Rights is clung to with stubborn 
tenacity by the Democracy, aud it will 
assuredly be acted upon by them at the 
first opportunity. 
It is a doctrine which 
conflicts with the whole modern develop­ 
ment and tendency of national life, and 
which cannot be put in operation without 
undoing the most important work of our 
statesmen during the past tw enty years. 
The advent to power of the Democrats 
would further involve the re-cstablishment 
of that Southern dominance which to-day 
rests upon system atic M exicaaization of 
ten States of the Union. 
This means that 
Democratic government must rest mainly 
upon the denial of a freo suffrage in those 
ten States, and consequently must depend 
upon open usurpation. 
For it cannot be 
concealed that the Democratic party to-day 
bases all its hopes of success upon what is 
called “ the solid South 
the South, that 
is to say, which lias been deprived of re­ 
publican government. 
The Democrats in 
fact are playiDg with loaded dice in this 
game, aud every thinking man should real­ 
ize it. 
The election before the country 
is not expected to be a fair trial of the 
strength of opinions. 
It cannot be an ex­ 
ercise of the untrammeled rights of free­ 
men. 
Republicanism relies upon honest 


conviction alone, but Democracy puts its 
trust iu rifle clubs and masked banditti, 
and 
boastfully 
estimates 
the 
strength 
it expects to acquire by strangling Liberty 
throughout the South. 
Is this scheme of 
politics a recommendation to the party 
that adopts it? 
Can there be any good 
ground for believing that a party which 
begins by force and fraud, which relies 
upon bulldozed States, which secures ma­ 
jorities by suppressing the ballots of its 
opponents, is trustworthy in other re- 
sptcts ? 
The country can have* nothing 
but danger and evil to anticipate from the 
policy of an organization which knows no 
way to victory but by trampling upon 
free institutions.

Schurz has done right, and every man who 
believes in civil service reform as the first 
necessitj’ of efficient, economical and hon­ 
est public work, must feel grateful to him 
for his courage and resolution. 


MINING PROPERTY IN NEW YORK.

was a good deal of mining stock there now 
which j-ield3 anything but pleasurable sen­ 
sations to its holders. 
In the present state 
of the Comstock New York is unlikely to 
yearn for more mines ; at least not for a 
little while.

CROP 
REPO RTS. 


Complaint is made that a quantity of 
false crop reports are being circulated 
through the W est, the purpose being to 
affect the markets in the interests of spec­ 
ulators. 
There is nothing surprising in 
the circumstance that false reports should 
be sent abroad. 
The only cause for won­ 
der is that this method has not long since 
been developed into a system . 
Perhaps, 
however, it can only be utilized in years 
when 
there really is some uncertainty 
about the crops, and when, as it is known 
that partía/ failures have occurred, it is 
difficult to determiue the scope and conse­ 
quence of these failures. 
Speculation lives 
on delusion, and its niainspriug is the gen­ 
eral ignorauee of facts monopolized by a 
few. 
If all years were doubtful, the grain 
markets would be as subject to 
“ rig­ 
ging ” as the stock markets.

it as my- deliberate conviction that the 
habit, which may almost be sryled Ameri­ 
can. of using the razor upon the face, is 
sufficient to cause a large proportion of the 
lamentable evils which affect the human 
race in this country. 
It appears by experi­ 
ment that the heard, if shaved, grows four 
to five tim es faster than if unshorn. 
In 
this calculation, an item is omitted which 
it is diificnlt to estimate, i. c., the stim u­ 
lus given the beard, by the first applica­ 
tion of the razor in adolescence, the experi­ 
ments 
being made 
upon 
beards after 
they have acquired an unnaturally rapid 
growth. 
The effect of this early stim u­ 
lus may be fairly counted 
at double 
the natural growth ; then reckoning the 
difference in s:ze and weight of the liber, 
which is treble, and we find the frightful 
truth to be that we rarie thirty times the 
natural quantity of beard. 
Tlius it is evi­ 
dent that the true beard is exhausted at a 
very early age. after which the system is 
forced to supply a substitute. 
Now.-nature 
will not subm it with impunity to extraor­ 
dinary demands upon her vigor, and that 
which requires her to produce in a lifetim e 
thirty tim es as much beard as she was first 
inclined to, must certainly be considered as 
such. 
She is fatigued in proportion to the 
effort, let the particular kind be what it 
may. 
Although her recuperative ¡lowers 
are great, she insists upon lnvin.g repose, 
even when working at a rate chosen by 
herself. 
If that repose is denied her, she 
takes her revenge by breaking down the 
mechanism. —| Journal of Health.

THE QUINCY SYSTEM. 


THE NEW METHOD TO BE INTRODUCED 
IN OUR CITY SCHOOLS. 


Som ething of Its O rigin—The 
Prim ary 
Teach ng of Leading Im portance— 
I he Qualification R equisite for 
a Successful Teacher. 


In accordance with the recent action of the 
Board of Education the method of teaching 
known as the rational or Quincy system, is 
soon to be introduced in our city schools, 
more perhaps as an experiment than other­ 
wise, for practically nothing is known of it 
in this section, and few even have much con­ 
ception of the course pursued in teaching 
under this system. 
A lady teacher from 
Quincy, Mass., has been employed by the 
■Board for the present year, at a salary of 
81,000, and will arrive about the first of Sep­ 
tember, or in timo to commence after the 
vacation which will follow the close of the 
first two months of the school year. 
Thus 
far the Board has not determined in which 
building 
or 
in 
just 
w hat 
manner 
ti.e 
new 
teacher 
will be 
employed— 
.whether ¿in,ply 
teaching under the new 
method iu one school, or at the sanie time 
introduce it into more by giving supervisory 
charge to the teacher for this purpose. 
This 
will not probably he determined until after 
her arrival aud consultation upon the subject, 
as to the most advisable course to be pursued. 
Tne question of interest at the present 
time is, what is the new method of teaching, 
and w hat evidence is there th at it has estab­ 
lished itself beyond the experimental period? 
This system of teaching was tirst devised and 
successfully established 
by the renowned 
philanthropist aud reformer, Heinrich Pesta- 
Inzzi, of Zurich, Switzerland, in the year 
1775. 
During th at year he collected about 
fifty small, homeless and more or less de­ 
praved children and opened the school at 
Newhof, near 
Zurich, and so 
successful 
did 
it prove th at it has 
come 
to 
be 
the established method of 
public 
and 
private educational institutions iu Switzer­ 
land and throughout the German 
States, 
except where 
education 
is 
mostly 
un­ 
der the control of the Catholic clergy. 
There 
it is known as the rational or I ’estalozzian 
system, and is essentially the same as w hat is 
called the Quincy system iu this country. It 
proceeds upon the theory of drawing out the 
natural reasoning faculties rather than m outh­ 
ing from books, and th at the best teachers 
are required for the primary. 
A lady now 
residiug in this city, who was educated under 
this method by thoroughly competent Ger­ 
man teachers, and herself taught it several 
years, furnishes the following outline in rela­ 
tion to the theory of the system and qualifi­ 
cations of teachers. -A brief treatise o n the 
methods of teaching will hereafter be given. 


PRIMARY e d u c a t io n . 
• Prim ary education (the word “ teaching” is 
too limited) has three main objects. 
In the 
first place, it aims at slow but comprehensive 
mental development—slow, as a forcing pro­ 
cess, no m atter how brilliant its results may 
appear at the time to he, is unscientific as 
well as unwholesome. 
Education is an art 
and a science as much as medicine and 
astronomy, and as capable of progress iu 
theory and practice. 
Secondly—I t imparts 
manual skill and trains the senses, as instru 
ments for 
the acquisition of knowledge. 
Music, drawing and school gymnastics enter 
largely into this branch of instruction, and 
the hygiene of the school-room is made of 
primary importance. 
Finally, the develop­ 
ment of the mind as well as of the senses are 
made instrum ental in giving force and per­ 
manence to the moral education of the child. 
These three educational elements—mental, 
m anual.aud moral—are interdependent aud 
supplement of each other, and in the new 
system are taught and carried along w ith 
tqnal pace together. 
Prim ary education, in 
its highest sense anil best method of teach­ 
ing, develops the mind and body, and forms 
the character of the future m sn and woman ; 
it aims to furnish the key to knowledge, and 
to cultivate the heart. 


THE TEACHER. 
One of the most fatal defects in theory of 
the old system has been that .prim ary educa­ 
tion is of secondary im portance; th at the 
object of the primary departm ent is to teacn 
the children to “ read aud cipher,” and thus 
prepare them to commence being taught in 
the higher school», and that any one who can 
obtain rlie lowest grade of certificate “ will 
do well enough to. teach in the prim ary.” 
W hile universities and colleges are iu a 
measure protected against imposition, there 
is no guarantee of fitness w li.ttever as in the 
lower paths of education, as the so-called 
teachers’ examinations are simply a farce and 
popular delusion. 
Bo far as a method 
of 
ascertaii ing actual 
qualifications, the 
primary departm ent has all along been the 
step child of education, a veritable Cinderella. 
Did a young lady or gentleman desire genteel, 
easy 
employment until 
something better 
should “ tn:n up”—there was the school­ 
room, and, if not well enough educated to 
get a high grade certificate, they could at 
least get the lowest and teach the little one». 
W as a professional man in need of money t ■ 
complete a course at college, o r waiting tor 
an opening, he took a school. 
Broken down 
men < f letter», of every shade aud com­ 
plexion, preachers and merchants—how many 
have t-,uglit school for a term or more as 
a handy expedient? 
Ilence, in America, 
prim ary teaching is no profession—it is a 
business, an m-ylum, or a milking cow, as the 
case may b-. 
Whoever thinks of making 
teaching a iife-long profession, aims with all 
j bis might and main to get out of the prim iry 
asquu l 
as pos-ible, as being “ good enough 
| for a law btginner, but below the 


DIGNITY OF EXPERIENCED TEACHERS.”

EDUCATIONAL, LITERARY AND SCIENTIFIC, 
N ext to the editor, there is no man whose 
mind needs to be kept so fresh and well 
stocked with the best and latest ideas in the 
wide range of useful information as the 
teacher’s. 
H e is expected to have at least a 
respectable knowledge of zoology, anatomy, 
physiology and natural philosophy, to have 
mastered the rudiments of botany, astronomy 
aud chemistry, and to understand well the 
subject of hygiene. 
N or is mineralogy, espe­ 
cially geology, out of place in the common 
schools, if filtered through the intelligence of 
a live teacher. 
Of course he is not expected 
to teach the sciences, or literature, or logic, 
but he is a far superior teacher th at is pos­ 
sessed of scientific knowledge, and there is no 
lack of opportunities to put it to the most 
varied and interesting uses. 
Among the sub­ 
jects mentioned hygiene is one of the most 
im portant elements of primary instruction. 
If in any community all the children were to 
receive sufficient information on this subject 
it would do away with all necessity for a 
Board of H ealth. 
Although like all thinking 
men a “ fu ll” man, our ideal teacher is by no 
means a talker, in the common sense of* the 
word. 
H e does not stand on the rostrum lec­ 
turing to the children and disgorging his 
varied knowledge for his own edification, if 
not for th a t of his scholars. 
He is not to do 
the scholars’ work. 
H is best t (forts are cal­ 
culated to enable the children to do the work 
for themselves. 
This is the keystone of suc­ 
cess in the prim ary. 
The model man has a 
faculty for drawing nut an astonishing amount 
of information from very simple subjects, 
and very commonplace children, by mere 
seemingly artless questioning, and he makes 
the knowledge thus elicited subservient to 
practical endo ; nor dots he fail to catch the 
moral hearing if each qnestion, even where 
the untraiued intelligence fails to perceive 
th at it has a moral aspect. 
Add to the above 
qualifications self control, patience, and a 
warm-hearted love for the little ones, and the 
model primary teacher is tolerably complete. 
By this it w ill be seen th at the modern de­ 
mand is to take education out of the hands 
of the ignorant, the unfit and the unripe, aud 
to put it ou a strictly scientific basis, in ac­ 
cordance with the advance made in other 
fields of human skill and knowledge. 
The 
tools hitherto the clumsiest and mo«t bung­ 
ling are to he replaced by appliances the 
most exquisite; the workmen, until now 
thought to rtquire the least fitting qualifica­ 
tions, m ust give place to a corps of trained, 
enthusiastic and often life-long votaries. 
In 
short, prim ary education must take its proper 
place in the ranks of modern progressive 
sciences—a place so long denied it—although 
teaching, above all others, is “ Die Wissen- 
schaft welche Wissen sliafft ”—“ the knowl­ 
edge which seekcth to know,” or “ the mind- 
work which teacheth the mind its work.”

A first class primary teacher ? 
In the first place, he must be able to read, 
write and s|>eak the language in which he 
teache», correctly, fluentiy and with logical 
precision. 
The latter should be emphasized, 
as the logical use of the language i< a marked 
feature in the new system, and oommenciog 
at the beginning, comes long' before gram­ 
mar, and paves the way for the latter. 
He 
must he capable of writing clearly, concisely, 
yet comprehensively on any subject of which 
he is master. 
This is indispensable, »s he is 
obliged to teach writing iu the same way. A 
good, plain handwriting is essential, for no 
slovenliness rhould be tolerated in any branch 
which he m aybe required to teach. A teacher 
in this departm ent may have forgotten nearly 
every rule of grammar. As long as he is 
gramm atically correct, and »nre of his accu- 
'■ racv." he is quite competent to teach. 
As for 
mathematics, he must be a good, practical 
I arithm etician. 
Every principle, every prop­ 
: osition m ust be peifectly clear to him, and 
: he must have the faculty also of making them 
■ clear to rniod* just huddinginto a recognition 
; of f *rccs and ideas hitherto unknown to them. 
' His method m ust be pre eminently develop- 
I ing. First, objects ; then facts and principles ; 
aud finally, after pome years, the logical de- 
| dnctious from th-se in the form of rules. His 
! leaching m ust lie em inently practical, and 
deal with thing*, not with abstractions. 
He 
must have mastered the rudiments of draw- 
log as far as study and practice can carry a 
: man with .lit special talent, and I hat will be 
Í quite sufficient for a four or five year» course 
in school. 
Binging, too, is indispeii»ahle, 
unless a special teacher in th a t branch is also 
employed. 
B ut every teacher ought to and 
can know enough of drawing to teach it suc­ 
cessfully in the primaries. 
Of the sciences 
the model man is required to know as fnuch 
as any liberally-educated person is ap t to 
know ; th at is, he m ust start w ith as much

become hysterical and laugh, cry or talk, 
while m en are moody, peevish or morose. 
Bile is n aturally of a bright yellow color, 
h ut as a m an becomes bilious, it grows 
d ark er and is a t length as black as tar, 
causing a sta te of m iud w hich the old 
Romans called atrab ility , “ a tra ” m eaning 
“ black ;” a scowl is ou th e countenance, 
and * th e 
person 
is 
ill-natured 
and 
fretful, 
finding 
fau lt 
w ith 
everybody 
and 
e v e ry th in g ; 
hence 
w hen 
a man 
is cross, he is bilious, and ought to be 
pitied and a t th e same tim e m ade to tak e 
an em etic. 
The illnatured are never well, 
they are “ bilious,” th e system is clogged, 
th e m achinery does not w ork well, and 
both m ind'and body are ‘disordered. 
The 
safest and best m eans of getting rid of 
biliousness is steady w ork in the open air, 
for six or eight hours every’ day, w orking 
or exercising to the ex ten t of keeping up 
a gentle m oisture on th e skin ; th is m oisture 
conveys the bile aw ay o ut of th e system . 
T he sam e result w ill be accomplished, bu t 
not so well, by a good steam bath, or by 
w rapping up in bed, drinking h o t tea and 
th u s “ getting up a perspiration ;” b u t the 
atm osphere of th e room should be pure, 
and the diet for several days should consist 
of coarse bread aud fruits. 
M edicines 
w hich “ act on th e liv e r” will do the^am o 
thing, b ut they should be advised by tb e 
physician when other means have failed. 
The office of the liver is to w ich d rai^th e 
bile from th e blood ; it is th e largest w ork­ 
shop of th e body, and is at th e rig h t side 
about th e lower edge of th e ribs. 
W hen 
it does not do its work, it is sai^ to be 
“ to rp id ,” asleep, and medioines are given 
to stim ulate it, w ake it up, m ake it act or 
w ork faster th an common, so as to throw 
off the excess of bile. 
W hen it does not 
w ithdraw or separate th e bile from the 
blood th e skin 
grows yellow, also the 
w hites of th e eyes, and th e m an has the 
“ yellow jaundice.” 
W hen it separates 
th e bile from th e blood, b u t retains it 
w ithin itself, constipation ensues, appetite 
is lost, spirits become despondent, and the 
person is languid, lazy, fretful and irrita ­ 
ble. 
The liver is in a sense like a sponge, 
and th e bile m ay be pressed ou t of it, as 
w ater o ut of a sponge, by pressing th e ball 
of th e hand over th e region of th e liver 
dow nw ard, from hip to “ p it of stom ach,” 
tw o or three m inutes a t a tim e, several 
tim es a day ; this is a good rem edy in 
dyspepsia, and also relieves th e stom ach of 
wind, giving im m ediate and grateful relief 
som etim es.— [H all’s Jo u rn al of H ealth.

AUGURIES. 


The Bedouins take auguries trom birds. 
A single raven in one’s path is a very had 
token, but two are extremely lucky. They 
say, “ Akhdharegn falan zein ”—two green 
(i. e., black) ones a fair omen. 
The Bed­ 
ouins have many other superstitions about 
animals. 
The superstitions as to the llesh 
of the rock badger, which Palmer noted 
in the Peninsula of Sinai, is unknown here, 
but there is a similar idea about the mon­ 
keys which frequent Mount Kara. 
These, 
it is said, were once men, who came to 
visit the Prophet. 
He set before th em ' 
milk and water, directing them to drink 
the former and perform their ablutions with 
the latter. 
The perverse visitors drank 
the w ater and washed with the milk, "and 
were transformed to monkeys for their 
disobedience. 
As they were once men, 
their flesh is not eaten. 
This legend is 
closely akin to what one reads in the fabu­ 
lous history of early Arabia about Nasuas 
and the XX'abar in the great sandy desert. 
B ith these words are monkey name.», quite 
current in the present day, though not rec­ 
ognized by the lexicons. 
The latter is an 
ape, the former a monkey with a tail. 
Except in this monkey story I could find 
no trace of the superstitions rejection of 
the flesh of any animal. 
But some kinds 
of flesh have a magical virtue attached to 
them. 
A man who suffers in any member 
of his body seeks a cure by eating the cor­ 
responding part of a hyena. 
The hyena is 
also eaten in the neighborhood of Suez, for 
a friend of mine who shot one near the 
XX'ells of Moses was requested by the 
Bidouins to give them a leg. 
A simila.- 
virtue attaches to the flesh of the gemsbok 
(XVudheyhy), a rare species of antelope, 
found far in the interior. 
When eaten, it 
draws an obstinate bullet from a wound.
